She re- 
fused to angwer her helm, _— Three 
minutes later she was a hulk lying 
upside down in the stream, her pas- 
sengers and crew struggling in the 
swift water. 

Clarence Miller, 20 years old, noted 
throughout the south cs a swimmer, 
leaped into the stream and swin 
ashore. Exhausted, he lay panting 
on the bank. Mrs. Charles FE. Shesrer 
was struggling in the water with her 
four-year-old son. Miller leaped in 
again. Breasting the heavy current 
he reached the woman, tied a life 
preserver about her and took the hoy 
ashore. 

Woman Is Saved. 

Charles K.,Shearer probably gave 
his life to save others. Mis&: Lillian 
Weyl, of Indianapolis, Ind., who was 
visiting at the Shearer home, tells the 
story. ' 

“Mr. Shearer tied a life presérver 
around me just before I was thrown 
into the swift current,” she _ said. 
“That was the last I saw of him,”

Soon after the captain had ordered 
the passengers scattered Mr. Schaefer 
said Major D. H. Gillette, United 
States engineer, reported trouble with 
the steering wheel and said the en- 
gineer wanted to put ashore to fix it. 
“While Captain Fenton was casting 
about for a safe landing place,” said 
Mr. Schaefer, “the boat careened. Just

over!’ and the boat slowly began to 
turn on its side.

“He traced the history of the ap- 
proaches of these two churches to 
each .other since the division in 13:

the feasibifty of the reunion of the 
churches have been clearly declared by 
the general conferences both of the: 
Southern and Northern churches. It 
was made particularly clear that prac- 
tically no voice from a representative 
leader of Southern Methodism for the 
last twenty years has been heard in 
opposition to the desirability of this 
reunion.

“Having made this fuundation, the 
judge preceeded to the explanation 
of the plan now being considered. Ag 
is well known, this plan has been 
adopted by the general conferences 
of the two churches by large majori- 
ties and is being voted on in the an- 
nual conferences during this year.

Plan Is Explained.

If either 
jurisdiction votes against a matter it 
is defeated.

He called attention to the 
fact that ever since the war between 
the states many of our great soldiers 
and statesmen have been appealing for 
that spirit among our people which 
will as quickly as possible repair the 
damage done in the war. The judge 
declared that it is the duty of churches 
to promote harmony and peace be- 
tween the sections and to seek for the 
establishment and enforcement of the 
ideals of reconciliation.

Unification Opponents 
See Victory in Reports

A short statement of the reports 
coming into the office of the Asso- 
ciation to Preserve Southern Meth- 
odism may be helpful to the members 
of the church who are anxious con- 
eerning the final results in the unifi- 
cation move.

The messages coincided with reporter 
received at the New York dry fleet 
headquarters, stating that several of 
the largest vessels had pulled up their 
anchors and departed because of their 
enforced holiday since the blockade 
went into effect last Tuesday. 

Dry Fleet Follows Craft.

’ Washington, May .—Approved 
war department estimates for the de- 
fense of the Hawaiian Islands involve 
a total outlay of $40,000,000, of -which 
about one-half has already been ex- 
pended. The figures are exclusive of 
projects for development of the Pear! 
Harbor naval base, for which a sepa- 
rate $6,000,000 proposal has been au- 
thorized by congress, although no ap- 
propriations have yet been made. 

The figures on the army defense 
project came to light today in connec- 
tion with results of the joint army- 
navy maneuvers to test the present gar- 
rison against a surprise attack. While 
official revorts of the outcome of the 
War game are not expected to reach 
Washington for a week or two, unof- 
ficial advices have already disclosed, 
in the judgment of officers who have 
read carefully all press accounts from 
the scene, that the half finished de- 
fense project cannot be relied upon to 
protect the Pearl Harbor naval base 
from enemy investment in the event 
of such a surprise attack in force as 
was simulated in the maneuvers. 

Long Range Guns. : 

The aggregate cost of $40,000,000 
for the land defenses of the island 
of Oahu, which has been discussed at 
length by ‘congressional committees, 
covers the additional interior commu- 
nication system of roads and other 
means of rapid transport which ob- 
servers here believe the official re- 
ports will show might have prevent- 
ed the landing of the “black” forces. 

It also includes a large number of 
additional concrete gun emplacements, 
with necessary railway sidings for the 
semi-mobile ~40-centimeter howitzers, 
which are the main reliance of the

In recent sessions of congress, the 
war department ,has urged that the 
Hawaiian defense project be carried to 
completion through annual expendi- 
tures of from 543.000.000 to $5,000,- 
000 until finished. The plan was to 
complete the defensive system in a 
maximum of seven years. The army 
appropriation bill for the coming fiscal 
year, however, carries only one item of 
$25,000 for expenditure on the Oabn 
defenses. 

Butler’s Suggestion. 

In connection with the suggestion 
made hy fepresentative Butler of 
Pennsylvania, chairman of the house 
naval committee; that members of both 
congressional naval committees visit 
the Hawaiian islands and study the 
situation for themselves before con- 
gress convenes. Dwight Davis, acting 
secretary of war. has indicated that 
the military committees should be 
included and that a comprehensive on- 
the-zground inquiry of all aspects of 
the defense of the group he under- 
tnken. The trip should inelude, Mr. 
Davis feels, 9 similar visit to the 
Panama Canal Zone for the same pur- 
pose, and through cooperation of the 
four responsible committees, as well 
as army and navy officials, a thorough 
understanding could he gained and 
definite decisions reached. Such prob- 
lems are difficult to explain with 
mans and charts, Mr. Davis has al- 
rendy found.

That Georgia is making an unprece- 
dented repsonse to the proposal to 
build the Woodrow Wilson college as 
a national memorial] in this state is

Pointing out that in taking 
the initiative in building the national 
Wilson memorial in Georgia, the state 
has drawn the attention of the most 
remote part of the nation, Senator 
George said: “The citizens of the 
country are looking to see what we 
will do with this project. Woodrow 
Wilson college involves an ideal, which 
will very nearly approach the living 
ideal of all high purposes and thought 
to be found throughout the world. 

“Georgia’s opportunity is a respon- 
sibility. We have begun an under- 
taking of national importance. In 
beginning it we have declared that 
Georgia could safely be entrusted with 
the memorial to Woodrow Wilson 
who, though he lived in Georgia, be- 
longs to America.

“The present pro- 
duction capacity is still 25 per cent 
below the actual current sales, and 
the number of ears on hand in the 
hands of dealers is at the lowest point 
in years.

A committee of the Amateur Ath- 
letiec union today cleared the men in 
a statement, which went as far as to 
censure Kenneth LL. Wilson, athletic 
director of Drake university, who had 
brousht charges that excessive ex-

Wilson, thes tatement said, “should 
be censured for engaging a_ repre 
sentative to obtain Nurmi’s enfry an! 
for making an offer to Nurmi, which 
is in violation of all amateur rules.” 

Wilson Letter Read. 

A two-day hearing, conducted by 
the eommittee. of which the national 
secretary, Frederick W. Rubien, was 
the head, developed the fact that Wil- 
son had heen in New York in De- 
eember and had arranged with a New 
York newspaperman to represent him 
in the east. A Jetter written by Wil- 
con was produced. whieh contained 
the following paragraph: 

“We could pay him his way back 
tn Firland or give him the money. 
either one. Naturally, I want to pro- 
tect his amateur standing and will 
trust rou to handle this in a diplo- 
matic fashion and let me know how 
things progress, so we can advertis? 
this feature as soon as possible.” 

The statement related that Nurmi 
had been questioned at some length 
and proved that he knew nothing of 
arrangements for his narticination in 
the Drake games.

If you've ever attended a baseball 
game you have seen have the coachers 
of one /team will try to rattle the 
pitcher ef the opposing team.

However, that isn’t the real kick 
to this story about Eddie Collins. 
He was put in charge of a tail-end 
team and with very few changes in 
the personnel of last year’s squad, 
he has it disturbing pennant con- 
tenders and drawing praise from the 
fans and critics. 

Collins was interviewed as a man- 
ager and not a player. His fame 
as a player is known by everybody 
who has trailed the statistics of the 
American league.

He remarked that 
he was a “debutante” and that he 
did not feel that he hould do too 
much talking about claiming a pen- 
nant or trying to criticise the meth- 
ods of managers of far more ex- 
perience than himself. 

However, he was reminded that 
his name is followed by the yonng 
generation of today, the kids, youths 
and amateurs who are playing the 
game and. probably on their way to 
a big league career themselves, 

Touched Soft Spot. 

“Now you’ve touched the soft snot 
with me,” replied. Collins. “The 
youngsters and the amateurs. ['m 
willing to do anything for them at all 
times. 

“And my advice to young mana- 
gers, managers of the thousands and 
thousands of semi-pro teams through- 
out the country, is not te use a 
tyrannical attitude with the players. 
If they will follow this there will be 
more star ball players for the big 
leagues, 

“T have heard many young fellows 
complain that their manager was foo 
severe on them. Not that a_ ball 
‘player should be fondled or nursed, 
but the point is that I know of many 
promising ball players. who have qnit 
the game early in their careers be- 
cause the manager was using the 
whin ahd spurs. 

“The player should he made to fee] 
his importance: made to feel that he

The College Park Parent-Teacher 
association was organized October 4, 
1921, with Mrs. Raynard Willingham, 
president, and 39 charter members, 
heing one of the last organizations 
perfected in Fulton county, The dis- 
bursements during this year were 
$281.12.

The mov- 
ing picture of “Dixie” followed this 
stirring beginning and the program 
was concluded with a tableau rep- 
resenting the unveiling of the Con- 
federate monument in Macon on 
October 29, 1879, in which partici- 
pated the sons and daughters of 
those splendid citizens of Macon wh 
brought about the erection of t 
monument,

The West Point Woman's club 
won the gavel offered in the Fourth 
district for outstanding club work 
of the year.

The award was made on several 
points, these being the teaching of 
thrift to children, . the efficiency of 
all department chairmen, and the 
editing ef the newspaper for one 
day. Mrs. W. C. Hyudmon, president, 
received the gavel, expressing her 
appreciation. 

The principal speaker of the af- 
ternoon session was Miss Rhoda 
Kaufman, of the state department of 
public welfare. Miss Kaufman is a 
former Columbus girl, »who made a 
deep study of social welfare and is 
accomplishing progressive things for 
the department. delinquent and under- 
privileged children of the state, to- 
gether with other trained workers of 
the state welfare department. 

_ Her address was “Juvenile Courts 
in Georgia,” and she stressed the fact 
that there is need in every county 
for trained social workers, and juve 

nile courts which should not be courts 
in the ordinary sense of the word, 
but act in place of the parents, where 
the proper parents are Jacking. 

“Delinquency is made through lack 
of opportunity,” said Miss Kaufman. 
“and by children in need of special 
care, 75 per cent of the criminals #e- 
gin as children.” 

Some states are makin;, fine pro- 
gress along these lines. but the Fourtb 
district has fewer and weaker courts 
than any other district in the state, 
the speaker state@€. An exception was 
made of Muscogee county and a 
tribute was paid Mrs. T. C. Hudson. 
president of the City federation, and 
Miss Beulah Martin. probation offi- 
cer, for the remarkable work accom- 
plished here in ihe past 18 months. 

Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, general 
federation director of the state of 
Georgia, and chairman of the chil- 
dren’s code commission, was called 
on by Mrs. Henry Bird, president of 
the Fourth district, for a speech, 
bringing a message from both of these 
organizations. 

Mrs. Richardson stated that in com- 
ing into office as director that she 
had inherited a debt of $940 still 
awed by the Georgia Federation on 
the general headquarters in Washing- 
ton. This amount has been borrowed 
but must be paid to the bank and she 
asked the assistance of the cli bs. She 
bésought the clubs to get back of 
their representatives in the legislature, 
urging them to pass the children’s 
bills this summer. otherwise they will 
go over until 1927.—Columbus En- 
quirer-Sun.

The federation counts on your help 
in its nation-wide stock- -taking of the 
American’ home’s equipment for, and 
method of, housekeeping. The ques- 
tionnaires with explanatory notes will 
reach you shortly, if you have not al- 
ready received them. You will :find 
that they ask you to do this stock- 
taking in your community in the big, 
stimulating, modern way. They do 
not ask you to have a slow, expensive 
house to house canvass such as only 
the government is equipped to make. 
They ask you to get in touch with the 
appropriate city officials and heads of 
public service companies and learn 
from them’ to what extent the dwell- 
ings in the community are connected 
with sewer and water mains; how 
many are constructed with modern 
heating plants; and how many are 
supplied with gas or electricity for 
light, heat or for driving labor sav- 
ing devices. The questionnaires ask 
you to learn from your health depart- 
ment officials what they can tell you 
about the extent to which dewellings 
ash and garbage collec- 
tion or are provided with devices for 
burning refuse. They ask you to get 
in touch with the principal merchants 
who know what sort and how many 
labor-saving devices they have sold in 
the community and how extensive is 
the use of the radio and other facilities 
that strengthen the home influence 
over the youth. They will ask you 
to take stock of your own club pro- 
grams to find out how much concerted 
study has been given during the cur- 
rent year to principles, methods and 
means of household furnishing and 
decoration with special reference ta 
the promotion of. home attachment 
and to the provision of more. enter- 
tainment in the home rather than in 
public places. These  stock-taking 
will ask you to get 
the public and private employment 
agencies—if you are in a town big 
enough to have them—to give you 
data showing how many servants 
there are in the town. In short, this 
home equipment survey will give you 
a vivid picture of the home-making 
industry of your own community. 

Return the filled questionnaire to 
General Federation headquarters. The 
results of all the home equipment sur- 
veys will be put together by experts 
in such work and will then appear in 
the Woman’s Home Companion. Later 
the results will probably appear in 
pamphlet form. The findings will en- 
able you to know just where in the 
scale of the nation’s home making in- 
dustry your community ts to be

Trees are very human in growth 
and development, with varying fea- 
tures not unlike the human face, with 
‘the showers or sunshine they sadden 
or shine: this variety gives to forest 
scenery expressive beauty. Upon care- 
ful research and investigation of the 
subject of trees, conclusions and de- 
ductions have resulted in placing an 
inestimable value upon them to both 
menta' and moral health of the in- 
as well as pbysieal wel- 
fate.

The member- 
ship is composed of the board of di- 
rectors, the past p-esidents of the gen- 
eral federation, state presidents, pres- 
idents of clubs having direct member- 
ship in the general federation, or their 
alternates, and chairmen of divisions 
and standing committees. Visiting 
club members may take a limited part 
in discussion, but may. not vote.

have been a voting delegate to the 
council next June,

Is Denounced by 
Methodist Women 


The following resolutions concerning 
mob violence were passed by Methodist 
women : 


“We, the officers and: members of 
the Woman's Missionary Council of 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, in 
annual session assembled, are pained 
to learn that still another lynching 
has taken place within our territory. 

‘We represent a constituency which 
extends from Maryland to California 
and from Illinois to the Gulf of Mexi- 
co. We are’:an arm of our great 
church, are voting citizens of our 
states and the national government. 


“We stand for international justice 
and for justice in social, industrial 
and race relations. We believe these 
are inescapable principles on which tu 
build Christian missions and a Chris- 
tian world. . ' 


“We believe in the exercise of our 
obligations and duty as citizens to 
aid in the enforcement of law and 
in securing equal justice to all peoples. 

“We do not condone any crime, but 
we unqualifiedly condemn the crime 
of the mob which makes itself crimi- 
nal in usurping the powers of the law. 


“We are appalled by the brutalizing 
effect of mob violence on the youth 
of our land. We shudder at the effect 
of mob. violence on all our citizenship. 

“Therefore we appeal to you, the 
chief executives of our southern states 

“First, to use every personal influ- 
enee-to secure protection for pris- 
oners by local officials even to the ex- 
tent of going personally to the centers 
where lynchings are threatened. 

“Second, by securing better police 
machinery for controlling these situa- 
tions. v 

“Third, by offering maximum re- 
wards. 

“Fourth, by sustaining a determined 
effort to secure the prosecution and 
conviction of the guilty parties at 
whatever cost.”

In the United States we have some 
30,000 banks of all types, including 
institutions of large resources and uf 
course thousands of small banks lo- 
cated in our smaller cities and towns. 
A number of states permit banks to 
organize with a canital of only $10,- 
000. Even less than this amount has 
been required in some states. Of these 
banks, large and small, according to 
| official compilations last June. only 
| GS1 were operating any sort of brane) 
office and only 805 of them were op- 
erating more than one such office. Our 
thousands of small banks which in al- 
most any other country would be 
branches of larger institutions are ex- 
cept for such supervision and control 
as is provided under Federal and 
state laws, independent unit banks. 

Outside of the United States quite 
the reverse of this condition prevails. 
Excepting our own, the banking sys- 
tems of the more important commer- 
cial countries, as well as some coun- 
tries which are primarily § agricul- 
tural, are branch systems. 

Our GS1 parent banks were operat- 
ing a total of 2.233 branches, the 
largest number of branches in any 
/one system being SS. One British 
| bank operates close to 2,000 branches, 
j}and another is not far behind its big 
|competitor. A score of British banka 
} operate between them some 10,000 
branches. On the continent of Eu- 
rope, also, branch banking is the ac- 
|} cepted practice, and te come nearer 
home. Canada’s 14 chartered banks 
operate over 4,500 branches. 

The Canadian farmer living in some 
remote pioneer settlement of the far 
| northwest prefers to deposit his sav- 
'ings in the Bank of Montreal, or in 
}some other of the biz Canadian in- 
i stitutions, one ef which is certain to 
fopen up a little office in the settle- 
ment. He knows that his little branch 
is precisély as safe and big in re- 
sources as the parent bank itseif, an:l 
rests easy in this assurance. 

Last June, to quote precise official 
' figures, our. banking system comprise: 
, 8,085 national batiks operating ander 
federal statutes and 21,563 state in- 
stitutions, all of whose charter powers 
are defined in state laws. National 
banks have never been permitted. to 
establish full power branches, although 
in recent years they have been per- 
mitted under an administrative ruling 
to open so-called “additional offices” 
in their own home citr, and some na- 
tional banks operate branches estab- 
lished originally under state charters. 
or acquired by merger of state insti- 
tations. 

Over the branch banking powers of 
state banks the federal government 
has no jurisdiction whatever except 
that the federal reserve board may 
prescribe conditions of membership in 
the federal reserve system for such 
state institutions ‘as freely elect to 
join the system. , 

As one such condition. the board 
has required state banks entering the 
| s¥stem to agree that they will not es- 
‘tablish anv new branches except with 
fapnroval of the board... At the end of 

1924 the membershin of the federal 
reserve system comprised 1.544 state 
) institutions, the number of non-mem-

thorized, and 11 states, of which only 
three report any branches in operation, 
have to date enacted no legislation 
either prohibitive or permissive of 
branch banking. This general situa- 
tion is set forth on the accompanying 
map. By way of indicating further 
the diversity of state legislation, it 
may be noted that ten states permit 
branch banking on a state-wide basis; 
five permit branches only in the home 
city or county of the parent bank or 
territory contiguous thereto; and four 
permit branch offices or agencies but 
not full-power branches. Texas has 
included in its constitution an article 
prohibiting branch banking. 

Of the 2.233 branches reported in 
operation, 1,463 were located in the 
home city of the parent bank, and 770 
outside the home city. All of New 
York’s 359 branches. all but five of 
Michigan’s 327, and all but 21 of 
Ohio’s 182 branches, were home city 
branches, California reported 249 
home-city and 289 outside branches. 

Few Branches. 

Except in California, very few 
banks located in our larger cities 
were operating outside branches, 239 
of the 310 banks operating such 
branches being loeated in cities of 
less than 25.000 and none of them in 
cities ef 1,000,000 or more popula- 
tion. Insofar as branch banking 
outside city limits has developed, ex- 
cepting in California, it is largely 
a eountry bank development rather 
than a reaching out of our large 
metropolitan institutions into rural 
communities. 

These institutions have, however, 
in some instances built up in recent 
years very considerable urban srs- 
tems, as in the case of one state 
bank in New York city which oper- 
<x between 50 and 60 branches. In- 
clnding additional offices of national 
hanks more than half of the branches 
reported last June had been estab- 
lished since 1920. and a large mia- 
jority of the new = branches’ were 
home city offices.

The branch banker has a ready an- 
swer to ali the charges brought against 
him. He may concede that branch 
systems tend to grow big, crowd out 
or take in competitors, and to make 
life difficult for the independent com- 
munity banker, but they do this, he 
explains, by being more efficient. He 
contends tha. the independent unit 
bank in a small community may be 
essentially monopolistic in that com- 
munity, while the branch system is 
always competing actively with other 
branch _systems; that community 
banking is dangerous and has in nu- 
merous instances led straight to in- 
solvency; that in the matter of prof- 
it-taking the independent banker him- 
self is not above charging excessively 
high rates for loans; that the branch 
bank transfers local funds only in re- 
sponse to varying local needs, and that 
the unit bank is constantly rendering 
the same inivortant service, only less 
efficiently ; that the net flow of funds 
is not from the branch into the par- 
ent bank, but rather from the parent 
bank to the branch: to meet the con- 
stantly shifting local credit needs. 

Some of the security which in other 
countries has been achieved through 
the development of nation-wide sys- 
tems has been provided in this coun- 
try through the federal reserve system, 
and generally the dangers and weak- 
nesses of our free unit banking system 
ean be in a large measure remedied 
hy efficient government supervision. 

Of course. the test of sound bank- 
ing igs to be found. not in any adven- 
titious political influence, but simply 
and only in the quality of the assets 
covered under the loan item of the 
bank’s aecount. If these assets are 
poor, if they are found to be frozen 
when they should be liquid, if banks 
close their doors when clouds gather 
in the financial sky and credit strains 
develop, the system is a poor one, 
whatever its political prestige.

Floating Supply of Many Stock 
Issues in Strong Hands---Platt 


. 


é New York, Mar 9.— (Special to The 
Constitution.) —The stock market was 


strong during much of the past week. 
About a dozen stocks made new highs 


for all time or the best record in re- 
cent years, and many others made the 
best figures they have seen since the 
‘March declines started. ‘There were 
periods of profit-taking reactions, but 
in no case did these extend far enough 
to alarm holders into heavy liquida- 
tion. A few stocks were weak, but 
in each case there was,some special 
development affecting the particular 
issue to account for this. The stock 
market has been backed up for sqme 
time by big interests. They bought 
stocks in large quantities on the 
March declines, and while they took 
their profits on the first rallies in 
April, they reaccumulated stocks on 
reactions last month. The publie did 
very little trading through April but 
has been doing much more in May so 
far, which resulted in a restoration of 
a 2,000,000-share trading day in the 
past week. 

The accumulation of stocks that 
took place in April has placed the 
floating supply of many issues in 
strong hands. These holders are bull- 
ish on the outlook, believing that the 
low point has been réached in the 
business recession and that general 
business conditions will be much bet- 
ter towards‘the close of the year. 
There are indications of an improve- 
ment now in the steel industry. Mo- 
tor car production has continued ac 
a very high. rate. There is a gooa 
volume of business for this. season of 
the year in many other lines. The 
main cause for optimism over the 
buginess outlook is to be found in the 
steady improvement which is taking 
place in the situation abroad. The 
restoration of the gold standard in 
Great Britain, the $300,000.000 credit 
for that country established here and 
the’climb of the pound sterling back 
to parity are reasons for believing that 
foreign trade for this country will 
increase later. and that other cdtin- 
tries will gradually build up their 
financial position. 

Big Short Intereest. 

In the past month a tremendous 

short interest was built up in. the 


‘stock market by the fact that rallies 


did not go far. There wogld be a 
G6 or 7 point gain from the March 
lows, and then most of it would be 
lost, and some stocks even slipped into 
new low ground in the various reac- 
tions in April. Bearish sentiment 
thereupon spread far and wide, and 
when the market started to show a 
more real improvement early in May, 
the shorts continued to fight the ad- 
vance and only got in deeper because 
there was such strong support back 
of the leading stocks. Then with the 
advances gaining weight, an increase 
in public buying hag developed. The 
public is ready to trade much more 
freely now, for there is the kind of 
encouragement being furnished that 
leads to an increased outside interest. 
Thus the public never will buy at 
the bottom of a declin® or even near 
to it, but will get enthusiastic when- 
ever prices show a strong upward 
tendency. It is easter to get a pub- 
lic following on rising prices,than on 
stationary or declining ones, and the 
sharper the rise. the-easier it is to find 
new buyers. Therefore, when pools 
wish to get the public behind. them, 
they usually slowly work the price up 
to a certain point and then aecceler- 
ate the advance by sudden conecen-: 
gration of the buying for pool acount. 


Numerous Pools. 


The present market has many pools 
operating in it and others are forming. 
In some cases, the pools are looking 
for an immediate increase in new buy- 
ing that will allow of a gradual dis- 
tribution of holdings on a _ rising 
scale. In other instances, they ex- 
pect that the market will not be in 
shane to take their distributing selling 
for several months, planning to con- 
tinue to more prices up until late in 
the summer and then expecting the 
buyers to carry on ‘without pool sup- 
port and take up the pool holdings. 
Among the factors that are counted 
ou this summer to keep the market 
up are expectations that business news 
will be better, also the news of plans 
of the gevernment for further tax re- 
ductions. Many mergers are being 
worked out. and almost daily there 
has been some intimation of the actual 
plan for these combinations. Severa 
stock split-ups are being planned, and 
some dividend increases are looked for 
hefore long. It is still a market to 
he verv discriminating in. as it has not 
eorried everything with it in the re- 
cent rise and some companies are in 
such poor shape that their stocks 
might go much lower. even if a new 
bull market is in the Taking 
all factors, it 3 ‘ 
will move up a little, react a bit. 
move still higher, feact again, etc. ) 
rather than go straight up like they 
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did in the November-March market. 

Money was easy in much of the 
week. although the increasing public 
trading held call money up at times 
on increased stcck market trading. 
There has been a softer tone in time 
loans, and there is no indication that 
monev wall be firm for many months 
to come, excepting possibly for a few 
davs flurry in call money every now 
and then.

Big Bond Issue.

large suns of money are available for 
high-grade investments. 

Public utility issues have been 
strong for some time. This is largely 
a reflection of the better sentiment 
that exists in many communities to- 
wards the utility companies. Even in 
New York. where the traction lines 
have been under political pressure for 
years, there are signs of a change on 
the part of the majority of the nublie 
in favor of greater liberality to the 
traction lines. ‘ 

severe decline has taken place 
in raw sugar prices to the lowest level 
pin years, resulting from the great in- 
crease in Cuban sugar output. This 
weakness is believed to have abort 
reached its limit and there aie signs 
of an improvement. 

Oil market conditions are better. 
The steady increase in the demand for 
gasoline offsets the recent price cuts 
in some sections, as it is believed tint 
gasoline consumption this summer wi'l 
far surpass the production and as a 
result there will be heavy withdrawals 
of the stored surplus on rising prices. 
Production of heavy trude oil hax 
shown a great increase but the output 
of light ernde, from which the bulk 
of the gasoline is taken, has been on 
the wane. 

A rise in grain prices has resulted 
from the further decline in the condi- 
tion of winter wheat and disappoint- 
ing prospects sfor spring wheat in 
some sections. The lower potential 
production is not favorable from 
some angles hut the rising price is an 
aid in the purchasing power in the 
rural communities. 


Auto Sales High. 


Motor car production in April was 
very high and there are good sales re- 
ported for May so far. Signs are not 
lacking, however, that the price 
Situation in motor ears is none too 
secure and there are hints to be heard 
that pleasure car prices will be re- 
duceed in the\near future, The truck 
sitation is good and the outlook for 
business is promising. 

Rubber tire prices have heen ad- 
vanced and there are indications of a 
further marking up of quotations. 
is based on a further rise in 
erude rubber to the highest level in 
years. There has been a combination 
of rubber interests in Great Britain 
who have restricted the production, 
or rather the exports from the grow- 
ing countries, to a point below actual 
consumption. Surplus stocks of 
crude rubber in Europe have heen . 
reduced to almost nothing by these re- 
strictive measres. Manufacturing in- 
terests in this country have a large 
supply of crude rubber which was 
mostly bought before the rise in this 
commodity got started. 

Copper metal prices are not far 
from the low point, but there is a bet- 
ter feeling in the industry. Some of 
the larger companies have been cut- 
ting down their mine output and this 
will bring about a stronger statistical 
position before long. ~ 

While the April lizh rroduction of 
stee] products and smaller ordering 
bronght about reductions in unfilled

Notwithstanding the efforts sys- 
tematically, and persistently made, 
within the twelve or fifteen months 
last past. to discredit her, Georgia’ is 
still the Empire State of the South. 

The plain fact is, we have been 
too modest: we have been too much 
at ease in our possessions; therefore 
we have not exploited our holdings 
we should have done. Take, for 
illustration. our cowpeas, our mul- 
tiplied varieties of other edible peas 
and beans—all of which are indigen- 
ous to Georgia soil and fostered by 
her almost incomparable climate. 

Why. speaking by comparison, it 
was only recently that our cowpeas 
won their way into the left hand cor- 
ner of the government’s argus eye; 
only a short time rince our cowpeas 
were prominently listed in govern- 
ment reports. Our fault.

The next verse gives us another fact 
that has an important bearing on the 
result. Paul had a vision or dream 
also in which he had seen this same 
man, Ananias, coming to restore his 
sight. Ananias immediately set out 
upon his mission and found Saul wait- 
ing for him. And then comes the 
statement of another fact; Ananias 
had been informed of what had occur 
red to Saul when he was blinded br 
the light from heaven. 


Saul becomes a Christian—the four 
words that constitute the sentence 
that embodies the subject for consid- 
eration today state one of the most 


known 
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important facts in history. 

When we consider the part that 
the Christian religion has played in 
the world during the last nineteen 
hundred years and the part that Paul 


has played in the interpretation and 
spread of the Christian religion, it is 
doubtful whether there are any other 
four words of such large import— 

> except only words used in reference 
to Christ. 

Paul has not only played one of 
the greatest of roles, but his conver- 
sion is the best known and the most 
dramatic of all conversions recorded 
in religious literature. Paul was a 
scholar—a pupil of Gamaliel, one of 
that day—and carried into his reli- 
gious work an educational equipment 
unequalled by any of his co-laborers, 
and unapproached by any except 
duke, who was a physician. 

A’‘Unique Conversion. 


Paul's conversion was not only sud- 
den, but it turned Paul from a vio- 
lent opponent of Christianity to one 
of its chief exponents. In few other 
cases has such a revolution been 
wrought in a life and in no one else 
were the two extremes, the former 
and the latter atttiude, so far apart. 

The first mention that we have of 
*Paul, known then as “Saul of Tar- 
sus,” was when, as a young man, he 
was present at the stoning of Ste- 
phen, the first martyr. Luke casually 
remarks, in describing this scene, that 
“The witnesses laid down = their 


_ clothes at a young man’s feet, whose 


name was Saul.” 

Our text for today begins with the 
first and second verses of the ninth 
chapter of Acts in which ‘we are told 
that “Saul, yet breathing out threat- 
eninge and slaughter against the dis- 
ciples of the Lord, went unto the high 
priest,” and that he requested “let- 
ters to Damascus unto the synagogues, 
that if he found any of this way, 
whether they were men or women, he 
might bring them bound unto Jerusa- 
jem.” There is no disguising the fact 

Saul bitterly hated the Chris- 


The Indifferent Man. 


I digress a moment to say that even 
such hatred as Saul exhibited was 
searcely less discreditable than the 
indifference of unmentioned multi- 
tudes, 

The man of conviction, however 
wrong he may be, is worth convert- 
ing; if he can be won over there is 
no telling what good may be accom- 
plished, but an indifferent man is of 
little value to a cause after he has 
heen won. If he just leans one way 
or the other, it does not matter much 
which way he leans. 
© Saul’s zeal against the Christians 
measured not only his menace to the 


Christian church, but it also meas-’ 


ured the aid that might he -expected 
of him when his heart surrendered 
to Christ. 

As Sau! drew nicht unto Damascus. 
“suddenly there shined round about 


him a light out from heaven; and he 


fell to the earth, and heard a voice 
saying unto him, Saul. Saul. why 
persecutest thou me?” The light was 
real and the voice was audible. The 


Ananias proceeded to restore Saul’s 
sight. “There fell from his eyes as 
it had been scales; he received sight 
forthwith, and arose, and was bap 
tized.” : 

It is a simple story and yet of tre 
mendous import; it has meant regen 
eration to millions upon millions ot 
hnman beings. Let us consider some 
of the practical lessons that. may be 
drawn from the conversion of Paul. 

Fifst it proved that there 1s such a 
thing as a new birth. 

The change wrought in the heart 
of Saul was as mysterious and as 
marvelous as any miracle recorded in 
Holy Writ. If the feeding of a mul 
titude with a few loaves and fishes 
cennot be accounted for by the laws 
of nature and must be explained by 
the exercise of supernatural power, 
equally impossible of explanation by. 
any natural Jaws is the change that 
took place in Saul’s. heart. God 
alone, or Christ exercising a ~ower 
which God imparted to Him, could 
transform Saul, the persecttor, into 
Paul, the Christian hero and martyr. 
Saul’s mind was purged of selfish- 
ness and egotism and filled with hu- 
mility and a passion for service. 

An Oft Repeated Miracle. 

A similar miracle has been wrought 
in the flearts and minds of millions 
who have been led by the Holy Spirit 
tc love God deyotedly and neighbor 
as self. Those who deny the possi- 
bility of the miracle simply shut their 
eyes to that which has gone on in 
other’s lives and will take place in 
their own hearts if they are but will- 
ing to “let the Saviour in.”

“he breathed out threatenings and 
slaughter.” God blinded Saul with a 
light that was brighter than the noon 
day sun. The hour chosen for this 
miracle in the physical world was an 
bour when nothing but a light more 
powerful than sunlight could have 


been seen.

Christ’s question Was more com- 
pelling than syllogisms. It is not 
necessary to approach one through 
the mind, however much skeptics may 
declaim against the use of any other 
route leading to the will.

Saul had a master 
mind, but it had not a word to sug- 
gest in reply .to the question - of 
Christ.

These represent old caves in the lime 
which, during the course of untold 
ages, have been entirely filled up with 
sand said to have been carried into 
the formation by underground river 
action from a long distance away. 


‘Enquiry elicited the fact that from 


the earliest period of working lime 
about six or seven years ago, similar 
Skulls had been discovered from time 
to time, together with many limb 
bones and even fairly complete skele- 
tons. The request was made that any 
further bones should be saved for 
scientific investigation. By one of 
those queer tricks of fate during the 
following week some blocks of stone 
containing traces of bone were blast- 
ed out and preserved by a diligent 
foreman named de Bruyn. These 
relics were brought to the University 
of the Witwatersrand by Dr. R. B. 
Young, professor of geology.

T 1S most fortunate that this discovery came to the hands of Professor Dart, who 

has made a special study of human and comparative anatomy, espécially of the 

brain. His observations and conclusions are accepted as of the highest authority 
by those who know him. 


This new link between man and the higher apes will require most careful 


and detailed research before its true position can be exactly determined. Any 


opinions at present are more or less provisional. There is, however, as Dr. Dart 
points out, more evidence to go on than in almost any of the previously discovered 
“missing links.” 


An important point which has not been fully discussed as yet is the geologi- 
cal age of the specimen. If it belongs to the Miocene or Pliocene period it might 
be regarded as a common ancestor or near-ancestor of man and the higher apes. 
lf on the other hand it belongs to the Pleistocene period it is a contemporary 
of early man himself and would be regarded rather as a survivor of that hypo- 


Quite the other way. 


thetical common ancestor, little altered perhaps, but not quite the same thing. 


Also, such a survivor found in South Africa would not signify that Africa 
was the cradle of primitive man, any more than the modern survival of the primi- 
tive Australian native indicates that man originated in Australia.

In their every- 
day affairs they made practical use 
of what science calls telepathy. 


‘After 1 had worked for Phoebe 
for some years,’’ says Lyman, “‘it got 
so that when I was some distance off 
she could concentrate on something 
she wanted and I would get it for 
her. When I was down in the vil- 
lage the thought would come to me 
that she needed a jug of molasses -or 
a spool of thread, although she’d not 
said so. When I’d get home she’d

He figured out that the cash value 
of the services he had render- 
ed Phoebe Simons for twenty years 


was $9,000 and he brought suit 
against her estate to recover that 
amount in unpaid wages. Of course 
the suit was really for the ‘possession 
of the farm, for that piece of property 
valued at about $5,000 is all the es- 
tate consists-of. 

The suit came up for trial a few 
days ago in the Superior Court at 
Middletown.

CIENCE has. discovered a 
brand new kind of air. It is 
just as good for breathing 
purposes as the air to which 
we are accustomed, and for 

the lungs of divers and men who work 
in compressed air caissons in boring 
tunnels and laying the foundations for 
skyscrapers it is immeasurably. better. 

In fact, the discovery of the new 
air is the result of the effort of the 
United States Bureau of Mines to find 
some way to relieve the painful and 
dangerous conditions under which 
divers and caisson workers now have 
to labor. 

After a long series of experiments 
it has been found that an atmosphere 
consisting of four parts of helium gas 
and a fifth part of oxygen is one 
which prevents or mitigates the dread- 
ed caisson disease, popularly known 
as the ‘‘bends,”’ and enables men to 
endure great 
air pressures 
with safety 
for much 
lon ger pe- 
riods than at 
present, 

It is thought that the new air may 
make it so easy for divers to work at 
great depths that the raising of the 
Lusitania and other lost treasure ships 
can be undertaken with every -hope 
of success. 

Certainly it will enormously reduce 
the cost and difficulty and risk to life 
and health of boring tunnels and sink- 
ing the foundations for huge build- 
ings.

vels may follow the discovery of an 
atmosphere which enables men to 


subject their bodies to compressed air 
at very high pressures with little or 


no risk of contracting 
the bends. 

With a mixture of he- 
lium gas and oxygen for 


divers and caisson work- 


ers to breathe the boring 
of tunnels under the 
ocean may become en- 
tirely practicable. There 
will be practically no 
limit to the depths to 
which the foundations of 
buildings may be carried 
and we may expect to 
see masses of steel and 
stone towering many 
times the height of the 
Woolworth building. 

In experimental tests, 
Several persons, shut up 
in a room filled with this 
‘‘synthetic atmosphere,” 
have breathed it for two 
hours or more without 


the slightest discomfort. In fact, if 
they had not known otherwise, they 


would have have failed to suspect that 


it was not ordinary air they were tak- 
ing into their lungs. 


Its only effect out of the ordinary 
is to raise the pitch of the voice. No- 
body knows why this is so, but in this 
atmosphere a deep bass voice quickly 


_As High as 


becomes a tenor and a tenor is raised 
to a still higher pitch. 


HE ‘‘bends,” which attack men 


who work in compressed air, is 
due to the formation of bubbles of ni- 
trogen gas in the tissues and blood. 
The bubbling is similar to that of a 
carbonated beverage when the bot- 
tle is opened, except that in the lat- 
ter case the gas concerned is carbon 
dioxide. 

A number of small bubbles may 
combine to make large ones, and the 
bigger they are the more dangerous. 
If they are formed in the spinal cord 
or the brain, paralysis or -death is 
probable. 

Ordinary air is four-fifths nitrogen 
and one-fifth oxygen. The nitrogen 


is of no use whatever except to di- 
lute the oxygen, which in a pure state 
would be too strong for our lungs. It 
is a colorless, odorless, tasteless gas, 


Helium is likewise colorless, odor- 
less and tasteless. Mixed with one- 


fifth oxygen, it is found to be not less 
satisfactory for breathing purposes 
than ordinary air. But it has no ten- 
dency to form bubbles in the human 
tissues and blood. When the worker 
emerges from the caisson, or when 
the diver comes up from the depths, 
it is eliminated from the body five or 
six times as fast as nitrogen. 


The body of a man working ing 
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compressed air absorbs large quanti- 
ties of the air. The absorption seems 
to cause no bothér, but the trouble 
arrives when the diver comes to the 
surface, or when the tunnel worker 
leaves the caisson. 
sure is removed, the tissues and blood 
give up the excess air, and if the de- 
crease of pressure is not made very 
gradual, allowing time for the air to 
escape quietly into the blood and 
thence from the lungs, bubbles of ni- 
trogen are liable to form. 


When a diver goes down into deep 
water, in rubber suit and metal hel- 
met, it is necessary to supply him with 
air at a pressure equal to that of the 
water in which he operates. He re- 
quires only five or ten minutes to de- 
scend to a depth of 200 feet, the air 
pressure being steadily increased; but 
to bring him back safely to the sur- 
face after a forty-five-minute stay at 
the bottom takes two hours’ time. 

That is why it is not profitable to 
do extensive diving work at a greater 
depth than 200 feet; it takes too 
much time. For the same reason 
caisson work above Certain pressures 
is prohibitive, for hours may be re- 
quired for the safe emergence of the 
toiler who, under such circumstances, 
must pass out through an air lock in 
which the air pressure is gradually 
diminished. 

One of the hazards to which the 
diver is exposed is that of being com- 
pelled by some accidental.cause to 
come quickly to the surface. A sud- 
den storm may render it necessary for 
him to do so, or something may hap- 
pen to entangle or disable his appa- 
ratus. If supplied with a helium-oxy- 
gen gas mixture for breathing, in- 
stead of air, he is in no danger of suf- 
fering serious Consequences by com- 
ing to the surface quickly. No bub- 
bles in blood or tissues will trouble 
him. 

HE new air is expected to greatly 
facilitate the work of divers, 
and to enable them to operate in 
much deeper water. That is why the 
navy department is so keenly inter- 
ested in the experiments and cooper- 
ating with the bureau of mines in car- 
rying them on. 

With the employment of a helium- 
oxygen mixture, it will still be neces- 
sary for the diver, ‘or the caisson 
worker, to undergo the ‘‘decompres- 
sion”’ process slowly, but it will re- 
quire hardly more than a sixth of the 
time, because the synthetic gas is 
eliminated from the body so much 
more rapidly than ordinary. air. 

The experts say that the artificial 
atmosphere may be supplied to the 
caisson or to the diver while the work 
is being done, or, if preferred, when 
the worker quits and during the period 
required for ‘‘decompression.” It is 
thought that the helium-oxygen mix- 
ture may be used in. the treatment of 


*

men suffering from the ‘‘bends,” 


helping. to remove the nitrogen from 
the body and get rid of the bubbles. 


At a depth of 200 feet a diver is 
subjected to a pressure by the water 
surrounding him of about 100 pounds 


per square inch. This seems enor- 
mous when it is considered that the 


body of an average man has 2,300 
square inches of surface. But the 


man’s body adjusts itself to the pres- 
sure by absorbing quantities of the 
air he breathes, and so he is enabled 
to work. without much discomfort. 


He may perhaps be troubled by a 
loud roaring in his ears. This is due 
to unequal air pressure outside and 


inside the ear drums. Small differ- 
ences may Cause pain, or may even 
rupture the drums. Experienced divers 
are not much bothered in that way, 
however, and are able with safety to 
descend in the water at a rate of thirty 
to forty feet a minute. 

Tests of the synthetic atmosphere 
with human beings as ‘‘subjects’’ have 
been supplemented by experiments on 
white rats and guinea pigs. For the 
latter purpose use is made of a spe- 
cially constructed pressure chamber— 
a steel cylinder provided with an ar- 
rangement of valves for the introduc- 
tion of measured quantities of the he- 
lium-oxygen mixture. The apparatus 
is so contrived that the effect of the 
gas mixture on an animal contained 
in it is exactly the same as would be 
experienced by a man in a diving suit 
under the water. 

The interior of the cylinder is il- 
luminated by an electric lamp, and in 
one side of it is set a window of plate 
glass, very thick, to resist the pressure

from within. Through the glass can 
be observed the actions of the animals 
shut up inside, as more and more of 
the gas mixture is forced into the 
chamber. 

In view of the possibility that the 
window might be blown out by the 
pressure and do the observers harm, 
the animals are not watched directly 
through the glass. A mirror is used, 
which reflects the light that comes 
through the window, so that the rats 
or guinea pigs can be seen from one 
side of the apparatus.

is of no account whatever except to 
dilute the powerful oxygen. 

The helium-oxygen atmosphere is 
destined to find very important use- 
tulness in the building of foundations 
for skyscraper buildings. A structure 
of that character must stand on bed- 
rock and, in-order to reach that safe 
bottom, it is often necessary to dig 
down to considerable deptlis. 

In order to accomplish this, cylin- 
drical caissons are put down. At the 
bottom of such a caisson the diggers 
work in a chamber whose connection 
with the surface of the ground is by 
a central tube. As they go deeper, 


of the new air 


the caisson surrounding the tube is 
filled with concrete stuff, which by its 
weight causes the caisson to descend. 


At the top of the tube, above the 
ground level is an air lock in which 


the workmen, when they come out of 
the caisson, undergo ‘decompres- 
sion,’’ the air pressure inside the lock 
being gradually reduced until it is 
safe for them to come out. 


The filling-in with concrete is con- 


tinuously carried on while the cylin- 
der and the tube are progressively 
lengthened with-ring-shaped sections 
of steel from above. Thus we have, 
by the time bedrock has been reach- 
ed, a solid concrete column of a diam- 
eter corresponding to that of the in- 
terior of the caisson resting upon an 
immovable base. Erected upon a 
score of more of such columns, the 
Skyscraper has a perfectly secure 
foundation. 

Such work usually involves great 
risk of the ‘“‘bends.” This malady 
manifests itself in excruciating pains 
in ine muscles and joints. There may 
be bleeding at the nose, vomiting, 
nausea and vertigo. Abdominal pai 
double the sufferer up—-whence the 
popular name of the complaint.

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OT satistied with uprooting 
Russia’s ancient government 
and religion, and putting the 
country under an _ entirely 
new economic system, the 

soviet authorities are now turning 
their attention to making over the fa- 
mous operas to suit their peculiar 
ideas of life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. 

Betore the revolution Russia was 
one of the world’s greatest operatic 
centers. The Seviet government in- 
tends that it shall be so again, but it 
insists that the music-loving Russians 
Shall see and hear only operas which 
contain nothing in the slightest de- 
gree hostile to the doctrines of Lenine 
and Trotzky and which are filled from 
overture to finai curiain with p7cpa- 
ganda for those doctrines. 

So in accordance with a recent edict 
of M. Ivanoff, the Commisar of Public 
Arts, most of the classic operas are 
being made over “‘io comply with the 
spirit of the time.” 

One of the first operas with which 
these artistic carpenters tinkered was 
Gounod’s “‘Faust,”’ beloved by gener- 
ations of operagoers.

The gallant officer gives Elsa 
a red flag in parting in place of the 
traditional ring, and tells her that he 
must return “to guard the cause of 
liberty !”’ 

The costumes of the singers have 
been altered to fit the new story. 
Lohengrin is clad in khaki, while Elsa 
looks like a modern aesthetic dancer, 


with her bobbed hair and sandaled 
feet. | 

The scenery of the Russian ‘‘Lo- 
hengrin”’ is startlingly futuristic. Re- 
markable illusions, such as are found 
in motion comedies, are brought 
about by the use of all sorts of me- 
chanical devices. One of the most 
amazing innovations is a smoke pic- 
ture of Gottfried (Lenine) much like 
those used by American advertisers, 
flashed on the sky just as Lohengrin 
mounts his airplane and whirs away. 

Lovers of the opera as Wagner 
conceived it and as it has been given 
for years will get their greatest shock 
when they hear some of the music 
that has been interpolated into the 
Original score. As Lohengrin enters 
in his airplane the orchestra strikes 
up a few strains of ‘‘Yankee Doodle.” 
As he departs the music changes from 
Wagner’s majestic march to. bars 
having for their motif ‘‘’*Way Down 
Upon the Swanee River!” 

“Carmen” is another famous opera 
which has undergone radical changes 
at the hands of the progressive Soviet 
musical authorities. The scene has 
been transplanted from Spain to a 
Russian boundary town of Poland.

little gypsy of Bizet’s original opera, 
is a clever propagandist, devoted to 
the cause of Communism. Her lover, 
Don Jose, the dragoon corporal of 
the original, is now Mr. Joseph, a po- 
lice lieutenant, and Escamillo, the 
toreador, a professional Polish wrest- 
ler. 


Garmen and Mr. Joseph meet first 
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at an, exhibit of Russian futuristic han- 
dicraff.held in the public square.

Sive scene in which Escamillo is so

HE opera has been so changed 

from the originai that the aues- 
tion has been raised of why it has not 
been given a new name. But the 
Commisar of Public Arts explains that 
the name has been retained because 
it suits the new version much better 
than it did the old. 

“The new ‘Carmen’ is written for 
the working people,” he _ says, 
“‘whereas the old one was written for 
the bourgeois society.”’ 

Another very much 
opera is Glinka’s famous ‘A Life for 
the Czar.’”’ It has been thought best 
to change the name of this production 
to “A Life for the Country of Ham- 
mer-and Scythe.’”’ The opera, which 
was written in 1836, occupied the 
same place among the Russians that

The original scenario, as written 
by Baron von Rosen, expressed ‘the 
most devout loyalty to the czar, but 
such a spirit does not fit in at all with 
Soviet ideals, so it has been found 


The

Carmen, a

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necessary to remodel the 
whole opera, making loyalty 
to the principles of commu- 
nism, rather than to an em- 
peror, its theme. 

In the original opera, Ivan 
Sousanin, a simple moujik 
or peasant, saves the life of 
the czar by misleading a 
band of Polish invaders in 
the forest. In the new ver- 
sion the same moujik saves 
the communistic regime by 
leading astray the invading 
foreign troops. 

The last act realistically 
portrays the victorious en- 
trance of the ‘‘Reds” into 
the Kremlin. A few well- 
known revolutionary songs 
are introduced throughout 
the score, giving much the 
same effect that the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner” would if 
introduced inio grand opera 
in America. 

These revolutionary 
changes have produced 
quite a stir in European 
operatic circles. Russia has 
always been regarded as a 
musical center of great im- 
portance, and every. con- 
tinental opera singer has 
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Geraldine Farrar portraying Carmen in the traditional way—a way which the 
Soviet authorities find not at all satisfactory and just will not tolerate 


been ambitious to sing in Moscow or 
Petrograd. 

But what will the poor singers do 
now when they get the chance to ap- 
pear in opera in these cities? The 
Sweeping changes in the opera will 
require an entirely different interpre- 
tation of the historic roles. 

What could the late Caruso him- 
self have done with the role of Faust 
as the Soviet authorities insist it must 
be played? 

Even greater difficulties will con- 
front the divas who seek engage- 
ments with the Moscow or Petrograd 
opera companies. Elsa and Mar- 
guerite will have to acquire the smart 
mannerisms of American movie 
stars, while the Rhine maiden will 
have to deport themselves more like 
chorus girls than the fairylike crea- 
tures of Wagner’s visions. 

These difficulties, however, no 
doubt seem trifling to the Seviet mu- 
sical authorities, who are very well 
pleased with what they call “im- 
provements.”’ They feel that operas 
as well as everything else, should 
move with the times and that such 


changes as they have made have been» 


badly needed for many years. 

“We have changed our govern- 
ment and our social system, why not 
change the opera also?”’ demands 
the Commisar of Public Arts, under 
whose direction the work of “re- 
vamping’’ the operas has been done. 

“The old bourgeois operas were 


written for a rich society, which de- 
veloped on the traditions of masters 
and slaves. It was an. amusement 


for the leisure classes and had no 
other aims. We are trying to create 
an opera that has an educational mo- 
tive besides furnishing amusement. 
Why should we go on with obsolete 
forms of the stage in the opera, 
when our drama is keeping gp with 
the spirit of the time? The old opera 
is a boring spectacle, but our new 
opera is an interesting allegory of the 
modern age. 

“Papini rewrote the life of Christ. 
Why should we not rewrite a silly 
‘Faust’ or stupid ‘Lohengrin’ or a 
ridiculous ‘Carmen?’ ” 


So the work of making over the. 


operas is being pressed as fast as the 
Commisar can find livrettists and 
composers of sufficient ability and 
loyalty to the Soviet doctrines to un- 
deriake it. 

A number of brilliant Russians 
whom he would like to secure for the 
work have refused to undertake it. 
They feel that it is too -much like 
sacrilege to undertake to make over 
the immortal music dramas of Wag- 
ner, Gounod, Bezet and the other 
geniuses of operatic composition. 

“I would rather die,” one of these 
men is reported to have said, ‘‘than
